London, Sept. 10.— The violence of the 
Southampton strikers is hurting their cause 
in the estimation of tho public, although it 
is generally admitted that much of tho dis- 
order that has occurred has been caused by 
rash judgment and oven cowardice of the 
magistrates, quite as much as by any desire 
on tho part of the strikers to cause trouble. 
A number of leading laborers have arrived 
from London and are endeavoring to im- 
prove tho discipline of the men end prevent 
them from ether breaches of the peace. The 
admiralty have extended their, hid to loeal 
authorities by providing a water patrol of 
marines. The strikers parades this after- 
noon, tho procession being a mile long. The 
local president, who is quite popular among 
the men, is acting as self-appointed medi- 
ator and has, in f.ict, made some progress 
toward bringing the contesting parties into 

a mood for the arbitration of tho dispute. 

MORES ARRESTS. 
Seventeen more arrests of strikers for re- 
sisting officers have been made to-day. The 
mob lore down placards containing the 
Mayor's add less urging the strikers to re- 
main tit their. homes. Business, throughout 
town is almost paralyzed. Before charging 
the crowd lust night with bayonets the 
troops threatened several times to tiro but 
without making any impression upon tiic 
mob. 

The dockers are refusing to loud .South- 
ampton vessels, and the Shippers' Union, 
recently formed for the purpose of supplying 
men to take the place of Strikers, have hoc 
been able to extend much aid to shipowners 
in this emergency. The union, though it 
has seven well organized branch?*, lias not 
succeeded in enrolling laborers on its lists 
so great is the dread among workiugii:cn of 
being known as "blacklegs." 

NO BYMFATHY FOR TIIK SiTOJKKr.S. 

London, Sept. 11. — The shipping wasteiv. 
at Southampton declare that there are 700 
non-union men tit work in the 'docks. The 
men are lodged and fed on the premises, 
and cannot come into collision with the 
strikers. The masters say they expect to 
gradually increase this force until tlicy se- 
cure a full complement of men] and become 
independent of the duck kihonrt-ii^nrganiza- 
tiou. At all events, thu prospects for a 
settlement of the dispute seem very remote. 
The r.trilters are complaining that they do 
not receive enonch sympathy and encour- 
agement from i lie.r fellow-laborers else- 
where. John Mums has not lent his aid or 
countenance to the movement to the extent 
of entering actively into it, and the other 
labor loaders also seem to hold aloof. It is 
said tit so leaders are irritated over the ac- 
tion of tho Southampton men in rushing 
into the striko without due deliberation and 
over a trilling grievance. They fear that 
the affair will cause losses of public sym- 
pathy for labor generally, and lessen the 
chances of success lor others who m ly striko 
with good reason. Many vessels whoso 
destination was Southampton have arrived 
at Plymouth and other parts for unloading.

THE LATE CANON LIDDON. 

Incident In the Career of England's Noted 
Divine— His Promotion Prevented. 

NEW York, Sept. 10. — Tho Journal's 
London correspondent cables the following : 
The death of (anion Liddon recalls one inci- 
dent of his long ministerial career, which 
prevented his promotion thirty years ago. 
Ho was one of the most brilliant pulpit ora- 
tors in the United Kingdom. Tall, hand- 
some, commanding, sympathetic, ho always 
attracted vast congregations. The Queen, 
using the crown's prerogative, ordered him 
to preach in St. George's chapel, Windsor. 
He delivered a le'nii-personal sermon, dur- 
ing which, and in imitation of French bish- 
ops, ho sainted tho young sovereign ns " ma- 
dame. Her Majesty was indignuut. She 
sent for him after service and demanded an 
explanation. Liddon gave his authority, 
and said ho had no intention of 
giving offence. His apology was not ac- 
cepted, and authorities at Lambeth palace

The Great. Blondin Has u Itival on 
tlie Tight Rope in a flacky 
Toronto Man. 



Tire Distance Oyer the Gorge Covered 
in Twelve anil a Quarter

ISiiAfJAiiA Falls, Ont. Sept. 0. — Tho 
great Blondin has n rival in a plucky 
resident of Toronto, who walked a cable 
seven-eighths of an inch in diameter 
stretched across tho Niagara ^'or^e, be- 
tween tho suspension and cantilever 
bridges, this afternoon. 

True to his announcement, he appeared 
at tho Canadian and of tho cable at 1.28 
o'clock. Dixon, as he stood on the nar- 
row wiro with his balance pole in his 
hands, looked palo and anxious. Ho 
whispered some words oi instruction to 
his attendant and started on his perilous 
trip. 

At least 8,000 spectators lining b nth 
banks of the river had their eyes fastened 
<ui tho intrepid rope-walker. People 
bold their breaths and seemed to be 
petrified at the antics of the man as he 
scampered down tho wire, hundreds of 
feet above Niagara's roaring wateis and 
rugged dill's. 

On be wont till about a quarter of the 
distance had been traversed, when a bill 
was made. He stood on one foot, hold- 
rng out the other almost horizontally and 
waving his hand to the spectators. Then 
ho continued on his perilous journey un- 
til the centre was reached, when he sat 
down and threw both legs over his bal- 
ance pole, which was resting on tho wire, 
and stretched out at full length on bis 
back on tho wire, crossing Ins feet and 
folding his arms on his breast. A shriek 
of horror went up from the female spec- 
tators, many of whom walked away to 
save themselves from fainting, 

Dixon calmly unfolded his arms, and 
waved first ins right and then his left 
hand to the spectators. He then arose, 
and as ho did so tho wire vibrated so 
much that ho had to loan a good deal 
over to get his equilibrium, Then he 
went on until the throe-qunrttiis had 
been passed. Thero ho again flood on 
one leg, and went through a number 07 
other manoeuvres, after which lie ran up 
the incline, reaching tho American sido 
nt 3:42A. He sprang from the wire three 
feet over the edge of the cliff, much to 
the relief of tho thousands of spectators, 
"Who 1 jfj>planded and cheered him vocifer- 
ously,' 

A'^i a rest of five minutes on the 
American side Dixon returned to the 
wire with n hoop on his ankles and walk- 
ed out to where tho Stars w»d Stripes 
floated in the breeze, about 158 feet from 
the cliff, ami went through several uian- 
rouvres, winding the flag about bis should- 
ers, after which he went to the Canadian 
side, walked out about the same distance 
as he Had done on the American side and 
wound the Union Jack about his shoulders. 
He then returned to terra firina and went 
direct to his hotel, where be was seen by 
a reporter of the Association Press. 

He said that the only trouble bo ex- 
perienced was with the vibration of tho 
cible in the centre, which was caused by 
the sandbags not being properly adjusted, 
lie had no motive in making the perilous trip 
other than that while crossing I lie Buspou- 
nion bridge about a month ago with some 
friends to attend a photographers' con- 
vention at, Philadelphia he noticed the 
cable, and remarked th.it ho could walk 
aerofii on it.

casins. The balance pole lie carried 
weighed thirty pounds, measures twenty- 
two feet, and six inches long and was 
tipped with iron at cither end. Dixon 
was born in ^New York city and is of 
Irish parentage. Prior to his residence 
ill Toronto, where he has lived for the 
pare fifteen years, his home was in the 
village of Clarksburg, Ontario, on 
Georgian bay. 

The wire on which Dixon crossed to- 
day is t he one on which Stephen Peer 
walked on dune 22, 1887, and below 
which his lifeless body was found a week 
later. It is supposed that Peer, while 
intoxicated, attempted to walk the wire 
after dark and fell to the rocks below. 
Professor de Leon, a well-knnwn rope 
walker, attempted to cross on the cablu 
in the summer of 1837, but after walk- 
ing about thirty feet lie slid down a rope 
and took the first train for parts un- 
known. 

Dixon says ho will return here next 
June and give a three dvys' performance. 
He will then arrange an attractive pro- 
gramme, walking the cable after dark 
and giving a pyrotechnic display from t he 
wiro and bridges.

— 1 have to inform you 
that a very serious complaint has been 
made to the company by the Canadian 
i'acilic Navigation Company regarding 
tho sowernge dra n which discharges it- 
self into the slip on the oast side of their 
middle freight shed. 

In writing me on the subject, Captain 
Irving slates that this drain, which is the 
outlet for many other sewers and innum- 
erable wn er closets, is constantly pouring 
its filth and garbage matter into the 
above-mentioned slip and tilling it up so 
that tho company's steamers aro pre- 
vented iron) coming alongside, and caus- 
ing considerable expense for the uae. of 
the dredger in keeping tho slip clear. 
Durum the periods of low tides black 
slimy mud is exposed anil the stench 
arising from this slime, which is dis- 
charged from the sewer, is positively un- 
bearable, and calculated seriously to 
affeo' r.he health of the men employed 
about the wharf, and in its vicinity. The 
bad odor arising from this drain duiing 
ihe lo v tides permeates the entire neigh- 
borhood, making it impossible for the 
Navigation Company— and for tho matter 
of tbt., the Hudson's B.iy Company— to 
have their oflice windows open. 

1 am emphatically requested by the 
Navigation Company to lake immediate 
steps to devise some plan which will at 
once have the effect of doing away with 
this nuisance, which, from a saniUry 
point of view, is unhesitatingly character- 
ized .is positively disgraceful. 

In view of the foregoing, 1 hope you 
will, without a moment's unnecessary de- 
lay, cause attention to bo given to this 
matter, which, in view of tho present hot: 
weather, and marked prevalence of 
typhoid fever in the city, is of a very seri- 
ous character.

MO DEI! X MOSSBA CKS. 

ThoTimcs, instead of trying to show that 
tho Dominion Government has tlio power 
with respect to tho admission of Chinese, 
which Sir John Macdonald says it does 
not possoss, disnvases the subject with 
f illy tinfl irrelevant remark about The 
Colonist, and a declaration that immi- 
gration must bo circumscribed. This is 
the manner in which tho organ of the 
Oppositioh generally treats serious and 
important subjects. It prefers the ad 
captandum style of dealing with a subject 
to nny other. It knows that there is n 
strong feeling in the country against ad- 
mitting Chinese, and, without stopping to 
enquire whether that feeling is reason- 
able or unreasonable, Christianlike or 
un-Chriatianlike, it says what it believes 
will be pleasing to those who cherish it. 
It sees that tho Premier of tho Do- 
minion declares that it ia ant »f 
tho Government's power to jjut a 
j'^p to Ciiiuese immigra ion and 
it is evidently ready to take advantage of 
that declaration, to strengthen prejudice 
against hitfj. It 'jity? to the haters of the 
Chinesj what thay want to hoV; * u 11 lia 
way it expects to gain their support. J r 
eV.';':i go;;; futth.r than most of them have 
i •;.( yonturud. to go, It, f-y « tho 'SxJiw- 
sion, not only of tho Chinese, but of tho 
Hungarians, and wo dure say, if the truth 
wore known, it would ni t stop at the 
countrymen of Kossuth, but would en- 
deavour to keep all "foreign" lahorevs 
out of the country. 

There is a kind of know-nothingism 
in tho United States, and in some parts 
of Canada, which under the pretence of 
protecting labor would circumscribe, and 
circumscribe very strictly, immigration of 
all kinds. These enemies of immigration, 
although immigrants themselves, or the 
sons of immigran's, want to keep America 
for tho Americans. Living chiefly in 
overcrowded towns, they say that the 
United States and Canada are full 
enough. VVorkingmen find it diffi- 
cult to make a living in America. 
The' labor market is glutted, so 
laws mast be mail; 'to keep out t he 
foreign laborer. These men forget that 
a very great part of this continent is Still 
a wilderness; that there are immense re- 
sources in all parts of it still untouched, 
and that thero id f torn in it for at least 
ten times its presont population. 

If tho people of tho United States had 
pursued the narrow policy which thesa 
labor protectionists favor there would not 
now bo in it sixty-four millions of the 
busiest people on the earth. Tho five 
millions that are scattered over Canada 
can hardly be said to occupy tho laud at 
all. B'or Canadians to talk of restricting 
immigration is tho quintessence of ab- 
surdity. What this Dominion wants 
moro than anything is men. Men to till 
its lands, to work its mines, to prosecute 
its fisheries, to sail its ships, to build its 
cities, to operate its railways. Tho mo o 
men there tiro in the count-y tho more 
work there >vil! be to do. What hosts it 
takes to do the work required by 
the population of the United States I 
If (luring tho last fifty years' 
immigration had baen restricted by tho 
Government, of that great country, there 
would not. to-<lay be employment in it 
fir D tenth part, of those who live in it in 
comfort and independence. 

If tho rulers of Canada are foolish 
enough to listen lo iho new school of ro- 
Htrictiohists and mossbacks that has 
sprung up of Into years, progress will be 
retarded, and the country, in twenty or 



thirty yours hence, will bo very little in 
advance of who.ro it is now. 

Our contemporary, instead of pander- 
ing to this illibbralisni and mossbackism, 
should try to show its readers that tho 
ideas which restrictionists have adopted 
are unprogressivo and antiquated ; that 
they have revived the notions entertained 
by men, hundreds of years ago, notions 
that had become old 'fashioned in the days 
of our great-grandfathers. Theso resur- 
rections are amusing to witness, yet 
the men who have taken up 
tho exploded ideas wish to be 
considered liberal and progressive, 
but they are reactionists who would briny; 
tho world back to where it was throe cen- 
turies ago. 

The fears entertained by the Times 
and by those to please whom it writes illib- 
eral nonsense, have been proved by the 
progress of the world to bo wholly 
groundless. Henry George, whom the 
Times swears by now and then, shows 
how groundless and how nonsensical 
those fears are. A course of Coorge in- 
telligentlycarried out would cute our con- 
temporary and its patrons of its illiberal 
notions with regard to overpopulation 
and immigration. 

TEE BROTHER!! 00 D OF MAN. 



Westminster Truth shows tho incon- 
sistency and the insincerity of some of 
tho bogus philanthropists who orated at 
the labor demonstration at Vancouver on 
Saturday very clearly and very neatly, 
fins of the orators from Victoria gushed 
profusely about the "eternal brother- 
hood of man." Ho boasted that there 
were whites, reds and negroes, English- 
men, Frenchmen, Germans and Belgians 
in the procession. 'I he outburst was 
loudly applauded. A little while after- 
wards another orator, from New West- 
minster, wo think, Rave the trade organ- 
izations credit for having done a gria". 
deal towards driving the Chinamen out 
of the country. This orator was also ie" 
warded by tho plaudits of tho audience. 
The " eternal brotherhood of man" was 
then lost sight of altogether. The orator 
seemed to forget that those who acknow- 
ledge the eternal hr.ithorhood of man 
should not altogether repudiate "John." 
It cannot be denied that ho is " a 
man and a brother," and how men 
who believe iii tiio brotherhood of 
man, even if it is not eternal, can claim 
credit for driving their brothers out of 
the country, it is rather difficult to see. 
Perhaps tiny look upon pool John as 
merely a step-brother, and no! entitled 
to bo treated as a child of tho samo 
Father. But tho Times, wc see, would 
send the unfortunate Hungarian to keep 
John company in outer darkness. We 
wonder bow many more tin se philanthro- 
pists would exclude front the brotherhood 
of man, We have a notion that sorao of 
them would not stop at the Chinese and 
the Hungarians. Tho hatreds aud jeal- 
ousies of some of the brotherhood are 
deep-rooted mid of IoHS"3? n pding, and 
when once the exclusion businesj \» 
vun the bst of those who tire to be kept j 
",jt wuii'ki be jJrutty long. It js to b< 
hoped when these philuiithropisUj and pa 
triots orate agai i they will have ver.

In its international importance, as a pol- 
itical matter, it. would be worth moro to 
the whole country than all tho legations 
and consulates which our Government 
keeps in thuPncitie aud in Asia. Its con- 
struction is absolutely necessary to San 
Francisco's commercial position, aud that 
position, we may say it with no narrow 
feeling of rivalry, is necessary to Amoii- 
can commerce on the coast." 

In spito of theso considerations, which, 
no doubt, to many of our no'ghburs aro 
of groat weight, tho prospect is that the 
first cable that is laid from America to 
Australia and the intervening Islands 
will bo tho property of a Canadian com- 
pany and operated mainly iii tho inter- 
ests of tho British Empire, 



THE UNITED .STATES TARIFF. 

Tho McKinley tariff bill passed tho 
United States Senate by a vote of 40 to 
2!). The vote was a party dno, all tho 
Republicans voting oil tho one side and 
all tho Democrats on tlio other. Al- 
though the bill has passed, there aro very 
many in tho Republican party who are 
not satisfied with it. Mr. Iilaiuo did not 
hesitate to criticise it sharply, lie said 
in a speech, which ho made not long ago, 
that it. did not give the United Slates 
farmer a market for a bushel of wheat or 
a barrel of Hour, His influence was used" 
to defeat, or rather to modify, the bill. 
What ho wanted to sue attached to it was 
a reciprocity clause. But no provision 
has been made for reciprocity although it 
is likely something will bo done in the 
way of authorizing the President to im- 
pose discriminating du'ics against those 
countries which discriminate against tho 
United States. This is not reciprocity by 
any means although it is evidently con- 
sidered a concession to tho principle ad- 
vocated by Mr. Blaine. What effect the 
McKinley tariff will have on the trade 
between the United States and Canada 
is a matter upon which much has been 
said and written. The gor.eral impres- 
sion is that tho operation of tho new 
tariff will bo adverse to Canada, par- 
ticularly to the Canadian farmer. This 
view seems to be tho correct one. Higher 
duties aro placed on many C umdian pro- 
ducts, and some, eggs for instance, that 
under the old tariff were on the free list 
are now heavily taxetl. This may cause 
some little embarrassment for a while, 
but the illiberal trade policy of the Unit- 
ed Slates is not likely to do Canada per- 
manent harm. 



VICTORIA AND FOUL' ANGRliKS. 

Cnnmi nts of the San Francisco ''Examiner 1 ' 
on Their Position and Prospects'. 

Port Angeles, although so far deprived of 
railway communications, is amply provided 
with different steamship lines, which are 
aide, commodious and quid;. The opening 
of the custom house will increase these 
water communications and give to Port 
Angeles a service second to none on the 
Sound. At present litis port is visited on 
each of their regular trips by the line of 
Union Pacific steamships which ply be- 
tween Paget Sound and the Columbia river. 
Another of the many linen of tho Union 
Pacific steumers makes its terminus at Port 
Angeles, and furnishes a daily steamer 

carrying the United States mail ami bring- 
ing Angeles into direct communication 
with every other port on the Sound. By 
the completion of the Union Pacific's new 
rail lino to Tacoitiu this corporation 
will have control of direct lines of communi- 
cation, botwen "Pu'get Sound and the East 
via its Oregon Short bine, which has its 
present terminus tit Portland. The steam- 
ship Huytion Republic makes regular sail- 
ings between San Francisco and l'ort An- 
geles, and the steamer Angeles makes two 
nips per week between Seattle and Port 
Angeles, leaving Seattle Wednesday and 
Friday at noon. 

Before long an all rail route will he estab- 
lished to Port Angeles. The Union Pacific 
and Northern Pacific have both made com- 
plete surveys to this point, and one. aud 
possibly both, of these lines will make it a 
terminal. This will bring l'ort Angeles 
only 170 miles front Portland, to which, tid- 
ing the distance which separates Angeles 
from Victoria, liritisli Columbia's capital, 
there is a total distance of ISIj miles, com- 
pared with the '240 nuies traversed hy tlio 
present route via Tacoina and the Sound. 
The; Angeles route contains only 1U miles 
of water travel, as against I 111 miles 
of water on the Tacornu route. Dritiuh 
Columbia is already pierced to its northern 
point by a railway line, and the coining of 
u railway to Port Angeles will necessitate 
the establishment of a railway ferry between 
Port Angeles und Victoria, ami then will 
follow speedy and direct communication 
even us far north as Alask i. This line 
must and will become one of the great trunk 
liuo-i of tho continent, and to Port 
Angeles on the American, and Vic- 
toria on the British', side, « i I lad 
the principal benefits of its establish 
ment. Hut. a few years will elapse before 
this great artery will he throbbing with its 
heavily laden trains of merchandise and 
minerals, all of which will outer and leave 
tho United States via Port Angeles, where 
will bo established large warehouses for 
their handling and distribution, and the 
merchantmen of t he entire world will flock 
to this pu t of easy access lo traffic the 
wares of the Orient for the productions of 
the American Republic.

..... MILITIA AND DEFENCE. 



IS;« American Ancestor Followed Chum-

Kir Adolpho C.irou has re'urnod from 
Montmorency flushed with victory. While 
iu tuis favorable attitude for observation 
Jet us look at tho Minister of Militia. Tho 
country at largo has a well settled opinion 
of Kir Adolpho which it would probably be 
Useless for mo to attempt to disturb. It 
Would nevertheless perhups bo well if it. were 
disturbed; Tho publio ia apt to build its 
opinions of people on very small and perhaps 
altogether insufficient foundationttt, Of coiirsd 
I recognize how fro<iu:'ntly these inluitioin 
of tlio eollectivo national mind ore correct 
i;i their groat outlines.

a busty generalization havo condemned tlw 
j personality annexed hereinto. Its judgement 
may bo expressed in the following syllogism:

Adolpho Caron is a dandy. There fore ho U 
■wit bout ability. Of course the poorest 
(logician can point out where this if faulty. 
The annals of all time give the lie to the flrst 
premiss. Without alluding to the clever dan- 
dies of antiquity it is sufficient to cite in OUS 
own time Benjamin Disrosli in early man 
hood and Uulwer Lytton, Not. only did t-bey 
practice dandyism— they preached it in t he:/ 
writings. Lytton is uover .-o much at homo- 
Ills pen gathers added grace when he addressed 
himself to a description of his hero 's' clothes.

1 that lio has administered tho matters com- 
mitted to his bauds with universal, accept- 
ance, indeed dlmcVt the reverse of that is 
true Ono aiuld account for a good deal of 
the criticism to which lii< conduct lias bpon 
subjected on the uypnt iltuls of the animosity 
of political opponents. Butthls will not ac- 
count for tho whole of it. 1 nave board offl- 
cers whose Conservatism was without adul- 
teration arraign bis administration in no 
measured terms. His officials are recognized 
to be the equals cit any ill tha public service, 
no that tbo short comings cannot be laid at 
their door. Indeed it is asserted that that 
evil which is the worst tha', can afflict a pub- 
lic office, want of harmony between the head 
and the subordinates, exists in tin militia de- 
partment to-ilay. I cannot think that tho 
departm ntisavery difficult one to manage 
with success,— yes, even with distinction. But 
Sir Adolphe starts out with one disability, 
lie novtr was a voluuteer.

He is much 
in demand in those circles where gayety and 
pleasure are mitdo the serious business of life 
nail if you, dear reader, had your choice be- 
tween thoso and tbo dusty paths of duty 
which, would you choose) 

t do not proposo to tire you with laborious 
investigations intended to reveal the lly iu 
Sir Adolphe's ointment, t merely state what 
is asscrtoil by persons who are not foes of his 
-•that his administratis 11 of his department 
for some c.:usB or other has not been crowned 
with success. Personally 1 niu of so hopeful 
a nature as to entertain the idea that tho 
criticism to which he has been exposed will 
evcutuully bo recognise d by him not as tho 
venom of enemies but tbo well-founded 
impatience of thesi who would bo friends. 
When such is tbo case be will take off bis 
cunt, roll up his sleeve.;, throw his eye-glass, 
out of the window and manfully set his mind 
to his work until ho has substituted for tho 
presout crop of grumbling and discontent, a 
harmonious and magnificent citizen soldiery 
sucn as liny country would be proud of.

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02i AN KXPLOROG TOUR. 

The Itleli Prnspceta of ihn Kootenny Country 
and the Developnn'iitB li in Capnble uf. 

Mr. Frank Fletcher reached Victoria yes- 
terday from an exploring tour through the 
Kootenny country in the interests of tho 
Canadian Pnciflo railway. This has tiken 
him ill the summer, and naturally he has 
been observing thing closely and critically 
with a view to future developments which 
the company Ims in view. Mr, Fletcher 
has had considerable experience in these 
matters. He Bays that Hie prospects for the 
Kootenny country are very great, indeed. 
There have been a great many discoveries 
this season which are very promising, hut 
there has been comparatively no develop- 
ment. A good many Americana have gone 
into tho country exploring, most of them , 
capitalists, who have been struct: with the 
prospects. The I'.ig Bend country, though 
somewhat inaccessible, i-: rich in minerals, 
and will eventually at! met capital. 

The Windermere copper mines act' open- 
ing up very Well, indeed, the assays' giving 
fully 60 per a nt. copper, a rich yield. 
After three years' work they are cleaning 
up on tho Wild Horse Creek mine, and 
they expect to realize over $20,000 in the 
operation, everything promising favor- 
ably to that. 

Quito n number of discoveries, have been 
made on Toby Creek, Horse Thief Creek 
aud Spallumiichccn, which promise ri>:!i re- 
turni. They are principally rich copper- 
beoi i ' g lodes. Some good qu \rlz lottos have 
also been found, It' a few thousand dollars 
were invested in tho Kootenay district, said 
Mi*. Fletcher, a wonderful showing would 
be the result, us the mineral i-, just showing I 
out on tho surface. There is plenty of room 
in that country for systematic placer inin- 1 
ing on a large scale. It is hydraulic mining 
that is required up there. Mr. Fletcher will 
submit u report when ho returns, und his 
views will bo most valuable if they are only 
published. His return rout,', will be through 

the (.'row's Nest, p. us, and he will si.iy out 
in the country oa long us the season will 
permit him, only returning when the snow 
fall warns him that it is time to muko bis 
way home. This trip will bring beforo the 
directorate of tho C.P.K. much valuable in- 
formal ion to guide them in next year's op. 
orations, which are expected to be on a very 
extensive scale.
